elapsed since my induction into office, and my con- 
sequent inexperience in the legislation of the city, 
must rendera communication from me, in compli- 
ance with the foregoing provisions, exceedingly im- 

erfect. Should any suggestions [ may make, how- 
ever, be deemed worthy of your consideration, I rely 
on your intelligence and public spirit so to dispose of 
them as shall best promote the great and manifold 
interests committed to your charge 

The city government under the present charter, 
was framed with deliberate care, by men chosen for 
their intelligence, prudence, and public zeal; and 
experience has thus far attested the value of their 
work. Ithas occurred to me, however, that some of 
the departments ar susceptible of improvement ; 
and I have consequently suggested certain changes 
in that part of thiscommunication, drawn up in com- 
pliance with the second provision prescribing the du- 
ties of the mayorality. Lge 

By a comparison of the official documents, it will 
be perceived that an improvement has taken place 
during the last twelve months in the financial con- 
cerns of the city. The funded unredeemed debt 
amounts to the sumof $418,500 00, the amount due 
to the Mechanics’ Bank on bonds for temporary loans, 
is $179,500 00, making the total amount of the city 
debt $598,000 00. 

This statement exhibits areduction of $173,500 
sincethe corresponding period of last year. The 
value of the real estate held by the Corporation, as 
the property of the city, may be safely estimated at 
five millions of dollars. With the exception of that 
portion employed for the public service, nearly the 
whole of this property is productive, and an annual 
improvement in its value ls confidently expected. 

A statement has been prepared by the Comptroller, 
and published by order of your predecessors, ex- 
hibiting in detail, the receipts and expenditures of 
the city government during the past year. I refer 
you to that document as embracing information of 
great importence to vour deliberations. I would 
invite your attention particulariy to the large 
amount of money which passes annually through 
the fiscal department of this city. The sum dis- 
bursed from the Treasury, including payments on 
account of the public debt, the expenses of govern. 
ment, the support of the poor, assessments, and 
various other purposes, amounted during the yedr 
ending on the 3lst of December last, to $1,444,988 
62. Irefer to this feature of the Comptroller’s re- 
port, as the most effectual means of impressing on 
your attention, the magnitude of the pecuniary in- 
terests connected with the administration of your 
public duties, and the importance of gwarding, by 
great caution in making appropriations, and by a 
system of rigid accountability, every avenue to the 
City Treasury. 

With regard to the improvements of the city, as

The system adopted to relieve the necessities of 
the poor is well designed for that object. Great 
care should be exercised in dispensing the public 
bounty, that while provision is made for the truly 
indigent and decrepid, an unreasonable increase of | 
pauperism is avoided.

of this establishmont appear to have been skilfully 

conducted, and a due regard to the public interests | 
observed. The experiment of providing the means | 
of agricultural employment for a portion of our de- | 
pendent population, has inva great degree been suc- 
cessful. A farm of about two hundred acres, on 
Long Island, is now under cultivation, and affords 
the means of employment and sustenance, among 
others, for a large number of juvenile male paupers ; 
some of the arrangements are susceptible of im. 
provement, and I commend this branch of the public | 
trust to your especial care and attention. 

The benefits of the common school system of the 
state have been experienced in the gradual i:mprove- 
ment of the moral and intellectual character of th: 
people. The wisdom and philanthropy of our most 
enlightened statesmen and legislators, have been 
exercised in perfecting this system, with the view 
of extending its advantages equally with the in. 
crease of population. Itis the cause of congratula. 
tion that this has been, in a great degree, accom. 
plished, and that our great object of mental cultiva- 
tion is successfully managed and promises enduring 
benefits, 

A recent examination of some of the public 
schools in this city, has strengthened me in the be- 
lief that great good must result from a liberal and 
judicious apportionment of the public bounty in| 
support of this establishment. ‘The amount now 

appropriated from the City ‘Treasury, together with 

the proportion annually received from the common 

sshool fund of the state, is believed to be sufficient 

to afford the means of instruction to every child in 

this city. The opening of private schools fer the 

benefit of the more youthful and less instructed 

scholars, has been a decided improvement on the 

former practice ; of these there are now eighteen in 

successful operation. By this modification of the 

original plan of teaching, the more advanced in 

yearsand instruction, avoid many apparent disad- 
vantages. The ‘I'rustees are zealous and intelligent, 
and I have great confidence that their efforts will 

eventually succeed in extending the inestimable 
benefits of education to every member of this com- 
munity. To enable them the better to accomplish | 
this desirable end, they ask parents and public 
guardians to present children for instruction.

In the reports contained in these publications, the 
pernicious tendency of the course to which I have 
referred, is ably discussed ; and the details they 
present afford much useful information. 

I have long been of opinion, that the building at the 
west end of the City flail should either be removed 
entirely, or throughly remodelled and improved. It 
is wholly unfit forthe purposes to whieh it is ap. 
plied ; and in many respects is offensive to the good 
taste of ourcitizens. Its situation is prominent and 
central: and the nuisances to which its present con- 
dition and uses give rise are, therefore, the more con- 
spicuous, The public voice, Ido not doubt, will 
approve its removal, or an entire change, both of the 
exterior and interior of this edifice. I earnestly re- 
commend this subject to your early attention. 

Several suggestions have been made in regard to 
a suitable site for « principal House of Detention, 
but the selection properly appertains to your duties. 
Strong reasons doubtless exist in favor of a location 
contiguous to the place of trial. I am anxious, 
however, so far as the expression of my opinions 
have influence, to preserve, and if possible, to extend, 
the open grounds in the vicinity of the City Hall. 
Our public squares are few and small. In disen- 


cumbering as much of that conspicuous ornament of 


our city, the Park, as the public service will admit, 
we shall essentially contribute to its cleanliness and 
beauty ; and I feel assured that we shall thereby add 
to the health, and gratify the feelings of our fellow 
citizens. 


The last subject which I shgll submit to your con- 
sideration is one that has long attracted a considera- 
ble share of public attention. It is the project for 
bringing to the city, from the neighboring country, 
an ample supply of pure and wholesome water. The 
advantages which would result from a successful 
prosecution of the work, have been ably portrayed 
in the annual communications of my predecessors, 
and seem to have been properly appreciated. In 
accordance with the declared wishes of the city au- 
thorities a law was enacted by the Legislature, on 
the second of May last, providing for the appoint- 
ment of Commissioners “to examine and consider 
all matters relating to this subject.”. The Commis- 
sioners are required to report to the Common Coun. 
cil, on or before the first day of January, 1836, “a 
full statement and description of the plan they shall 
adopt ; an estimate of the expense thereof; together 
with an estimate of the probable revenue to accrue 
to the city, upon the completion of the work.” Fur. 
ther provision is made, that if the plans adopted by 
the Commissiovers, are approved by the Common

Finding his remon- 
strances disregarded, he took down the awaning, 
thinking his doing so might induce them to go away.

@eheoner Pickle, Lieutenant Bagot, during her last 
ermze off the Island of Pines, for the purpose of 
capturing vessels engaged in the Slave ‘Trade, and 
whilst lying in the sight of Cape Francis, observed 
a large schooner under sail inside the Julian Keys. 
The Pickle immediately weighed anchor, made all 
gailin chase, and from advantage in sailing, very 
goom convinced the stranger, that any attempt to 
eseape would be absolutely fruitless. ‘lhe stranger 
accordingly anchored, thereby giving the Pickle an 
epportunity of better distinguishing her. She was 
perceived to carry the Royal Flag of Spain without 
apendant. This, together with her broadside vier 
and the number of men who crowded her decks, 
exactly corresponded with the description of the ves- 
gel the commander of the Pickle had previously re- 
ceived of her, and gave hopes of satisfying the 
stranger with a broadside (the usual courtesy shown 
by large slavers to small vessels of war.) ‘The Pickle 
immediately ran under her stern fully prepared to 
return the usual salutation, and anchored on her 
goarter, within half pistol shot. A boat was then 
gent to examine the suspicious stranger, when she 
proved to be the Spanish schooner * Carlotta,” car- 
vying two eighteen pounders, with a compliment 
ef thirty men, from Santa Marthato Havana. ‘The 
gesso! having an unusual number of water casks on 
beard, and being fitted with a slave deck, created 
much suspicion on the part of the Commander of 
the Pickle, who was not altogether satisfied with 
the account the Master of the slaver gave of himself, 
and sent back to bring him on board immediately, 
tegether with his papers, logbook, charts, &c. 
From these documents nothing could be elicited to 
warrant the detention of a vessel under Spanish co- 
lors, and which was to all appearance a vessel of 
war. 

There were, however, strong suspicions on the 
mind of the Commander of the Pickle, that she had 
very recently landed a large cargo of slaves, and 
whieh subsequent circumstances fully justified.
